Before the war 
about half a billion dollars covered 
the whole Ottawa expenses and dur- 
ing the war more than five billion wae 
required each year, 

Of this tremendous amount about 
ono half was raised by taxation and 
abotn half was borrowed, The nation- 
al debt on this account rose from 
around three billion to 12 or 13 bil- 
lion, The high expenses of war do not 
stop with the end of the bombing. Tha 
debts must be serviced and the ra. 
construction costs met, The only way 
to get the money is from the taxpay- 
ers or ti'rough loans as the principle 
of issuing debt free interest free 
money has not been accepted, 

The sources of taxation that are to 
be assigned to either the Dominion 
or the provinces are the income vax, 
inheritance tax gagsolene tax, theatre 
tax and the pari-mutual. The pro- 
lems are difficult and the British 
North America Act pased 79 years 
ago was designed to meet conditions 
very different from the conditions 
now existing, 

At times, during the many days of 
debate, it seemed that an agreement, 
would be impossible, and the confer- 
ence was on the brink of collapse.

Canada’s Oil Production 


THE CURRENT ISSUE of the Canada Year Book contains an interest- 
ing and informative section dealing with Canadian ofl production. While 
Canada is not at present among those countries who supply a large part 
of the world’s oil requirements, there are possibilities that she may some 
day occupy a foremost place in that field. Eighty-eight per cent, of the 
Dominion’s total oil supply comes from the province of Alberta, where oil 
deposits are located in various parts of the province; at Turner Valley, 
in the Vermilion-Lloydminster area, and in several other districts. For 
many years the best known and most productive wells were situated in the 
Turner Valley area, southwest of Calgary. In 1944, over ninety-nine per 
cent, of the oil produced in Alberta came from that district. 

s e s es 

e e In the northern part of the province, however, 
Rich Depots lie what are believed to be the richest oil reserves 
in the world. These are located in the bituminous 
At McMurray sand deposits at Fort McMurray. Canadian geo- 
logists estimate the potential output .of these deposits at 100,000 million 
tons, while the United States Bureau of Mines believe that they are cap- 
able of producing 250,000 million tons. At present about one barrel of 
oil is extracted from one ton of the sand. Referring to these deposits 
the article in the Canada Year Book says in part: “Their economic value 
will depend upon many factors, including production at present price levels 
of United States, Latin Amé¢rican and other Eastern fields.” They are, 
however, a very valuable reserve, and the Alberta government in 1944 
arranged for the setting up of an experimental pilot plant for investigating 


the possibilities of separating the oil from the sand on a commercial basis.

required for ‘planes, ships and mechanized. 
ground equipment, Enemy oil supplies were constantly attacked, and it is 
known that shortage of fuel was an important factor in the grounding 
of the, Luftwaffe and the ultimate defeat of Germany. In Canada, the war 
brought about extensive development of the Fort Norman oil fields in the 
Northwest Territories, This area was the scene of the Canol project, which 
was the largest defence undertaking carried out by the Canadian govern- 
ment. By means of this gigantic project, oil production in the Fort Nor- 
man area was greatly increased, and this supply was used by the armed 
forces and on the Alaska-Highway. Within the British Empire, Canada 
is the second largest producer of oil, her output being exceeded only by 
that of Trinidad. In relation to world supplies, Canada’s oil production 
is at present not large, but development of the McMurray area may at 
some future time bring her to a leading place in this field.

DAIRYING IN WEST 


Shift In° Production Gave Prairie 
Provinces Larger Expansion 

A notable feature of the dairy 
situation in Canada is the shift in 
production which has given western 
Canada a larger share of the ex- 
pansion in dairying enterprises. In 
1920, Ontario and Quebec contributed 
approximately 67 per cent. of the 
total milk production of the Do- 
minion; the Prairie provinces pro- 
duced 22 per cent. of the total milk 
supply, while the Maritimes and 
British Columbia shared to the ex- 
tend of nine per cent., respectively. 
In 1925 increases recorded in west- 
ern Canada the Prairie provinces con- 
tributing 26 per cent. and British 
Columbia 2.5 per cent., whereas the 
production of Ontario and Quebec 
fell to 63 per cent., and the Mari- 
times to 8 per cent, A further shift 
in favor of the Prairie provinces was 
recorded in 1942, and by 1944 On- 
tario and Quebec were supplying only 
60 per cent. of the mill production 
while the Prairie provinces produced 
8C¢ per cent., the remaining 10 per 
cent, being divided between the Mari- 
times and British Columbia in the 
relationship of approximately six to 
four.—Brandon Sun. 


Wrong Impression 


Vistiors See Food Situation 
Britain From Good Hotels 
British housewives complain that 
Official hospitality to overseas visitors 
gives an inaccurate impression of 
food conditions in Britain. 

They point out that the food sit- 
uation, seen through the menu of a 
hotel grill room, does not look so 
grim as it does to the housewife. 

“Many people from abroad would 
;get a shock if they had to live on 
rations as we do,” said Mrs. Emily 
Hill, a restaurant waitress, widowed 
by the war and the mother of four 
children. 

“These big wigs from the United 
States and the Dominion spend mest 
of their time being entertained and 
live in west end hotels. Then they 
go home and say conditions in Bri- 
tain are better than they had ex- 
pected.” 

Mrs. Hill said she believed over- 
seas countries should send typical 
housewives to Britain and arrange 
for them to live under the same con- 
ditions as the British housewife. 

“If that were done, our plight 
would be better understood abroad,” 
she said.

Canada’s lumber cut is likely to 
reach the record figure of 5,000,000,- 
000 feet this year, an increase of 
100,000,000 feet over the 1945 cut, 
Reconstruction Department officials 
predicted. 

“Barring labor difficulties there 
will be enough lumber to keep up 
with supplies of other building ma- 
terials,” said an official. 

The early spring break-up this 
year resulted in some lumber being 
left in the woods but this was more 
than offset by the heavy cut left by 
the abnormally early spring in 1945. 
That wood was brought out at the 
start of the present timber season.

SOIL FOR TOMORROW 


New Colour Film To Be Shown On 
Rural Circuits 


You may have thought dust storms 
were things to keep away from, but 
a National Film Board producer, 
Lawrence Cherry, spent nearly a 
week chasing them. In the Leth- 
bridge area he was in the middle of 
one that lasted nearly an hour. When 
the storm lifted his camera and his 
eyes were full of dust—but.he had 
pictures which vividly des¢tibed 
these storms at their worst. As 
scenes from the NI'B's production 
“Soil for Tomorrow” these pictures 
represent the prairies during the dry 
thirties. 

The troubles of the unit in mak- 
ing this film did not end, however, 
with ‘“shooting’’ the dust storm. 
|They needed scenes of prairie farm- 
|ing thirty or forty years ago. Old 
|machines, some manufactured as 
;@arly as 1912,, were unearthed and 
put in running order by engineers of 
{the Experimental Farm at Swift 
Current. Many older prairie resi-

OUR PRISON SYSTEMS 


Post-War Planning For Law-Breakers 
Is Urgently Needed 


The following article is from a re- 
cently published booklet by R. Gordon 
Burgoyne entitled “Some Tragic De- 
fects in Our Canadian Court and 
Prison Systems": 

Plans for the post-war period 
which we have now entered upon 
have been made for many things, 
almost everything, except for the 
handling of law-breakers, and up to 
the present moment no steps have 
jbeen taken. The authorities seem to 
think that the very fact that we have 
our Courts, Prisons and Peniten- 
tiaries—well—that is enough. 

The great increase we have had in 
juvenile delinquency should be warn- 
ing enough for anyone; more judges 
have been appointed, the court staffs 
greatly increased, the Reformatories 
overcrowded, whole communities wor- 
ried. A few years ago I had the 
{honour of being Chairman of the 
Juvenile Court Committee in Mont-| 
real, and we had one judge and four 
probation officers, now we overwork 
three judges and over 20 probation 
officers.

Apart from the/| 
men detained now, there will be 
greater danger if some men, after 
their demobilization, are unable to} 
readjust themselves, who through the 
strain of war, with nerves somewhat 
frayed, are unable to meet the keen 
competition of post-war life. Some 
will have domestic family troubles | 
arising from long separation, as there | 
| were after the Great War, and from! 
|past experiences these are easily 
|tempted to take the so called easy 
|road of crime. 

If in this post-war period there 
‘should be a prosperity boom, the 
{prisons will not be so greatly taxed, 
{but should things slip into another 
|depression, then the situation will be 
‘serious, I do not want to be a pes- 
|simist but in my 24 years in volun- 
|tary prison work I have seen our 
|prisons filled, then partly filled, and 
jthen filled again. Lewis E. Lawes, 
\former warden of Sing Sing, said re- 
cently in New York, “There must be 
jobs, and by jobs, I don’t mean jobs 
that pay wages reduced to abnorm- 
ally low levels. I mean jobs that will 
enable men to maintain a decent 
standard of living.’’ Without these 
he predicted “there will be an up- 
surge in such crimes as robbery and 
burglary.” 

We have about 12,000 persons de- 
tained in Canada today with a turn- 
over of about 70,000 a year, 70,000 
who have run foul of the law, and if 
you will do a little multiplication you 
will realize how serious that is with 
our population of 11 millions. Many 
firms will not take a man into their 
employ who has a criminal record, 
even if it has been but one small mis- 
take. This is a very serious tendency, 
but there it is, and remember the 
man cannot be bonded. Apply this to 
the man who has fought for us, for 
world freedom, but who, before he} 
enlisted had once been imprisoned. | 

The record is there, and unless 
there is a change of heart towards 
this man, he will be embittered, and 
now through his war experience a 
harder man, will take the attitude 
that Scciety is against him and will 
take the road to Revenge which leads 
to the house of Despair, and all you 
hear him say afterwards will be ‘So 
what?” 

As Canadians we really should do 
some house cleaning, throwing away 
some of our old ideas that we must 
get our pound of flesh from the offen- 
der, but instead to remember that 
men are sent to prison as punishment, 
and not for punishment, not to be de- 
graded beyond measure, but to be 
given a chance to reform and to be 
returned to the community decent and 
better citizens but we haven't got 
that far in Canada yet. The post-war 
period looks very serious with our 
obsolete methods of handling law- 
breakers, both in court and prison 
and on release. We will look into 
these problems in subsequent articles.

— NOTES 


Weeding Made Easier 


One good weeding early and regu- 
lar cultivation weekly, will save a lot 
of backbreaking labor later on and 
produce a garden the neighbors will 
envy. . 

Before seeding give the soil a thor- 
ough cultivation. This is vital to 
prepare properly for seeds and plants. 
But the beginner will make a great 
mistake if he stops all cultivation 
once the seeds have germinated and 
the plants start growing. Then 
will pay handsomely in fresh, tender 
vegetables and abundant bloom, if one 
makes a practice of a quick going- 
over the garden with a light culti- 
vator once a week until the garden 
is growing well. This will kill weeds, 
keep growth going and will conserve 
moisture. “With constant cultivation 
it is possible to grow good vegetables 
almost in the driest weather and it 
is amazing how. easily and quickly 
the job is performed where one does 
it regularly and the soil does not get 
a chance to bake and the weeds to 
really get established, 

Common Mistakes 

A common mistake of the inexperi- 
enced gardener is planting too soon 
and too deeply. A good general rule 
is never to plant deeper than three 
times the diameter of the seed. It is 
not necessary to take this too liter- 
ally—the eye can judge diameters 
close enough. This means merely 
pressing fine seed into the soil, plant- 
ing peas, beans and corn about an 
inch deep, less for melons and squash, 
and from six to eight inches for 
potatoes, dahlias and gladiolus, 

On the too-early score, the chief 
danger is running into frost and 
backward weather, as so many have 
done to their regret this spring. In 
most parts of Canada one can sow 
and should continue to sow standard 
vegetables like carrots, beets, beans, 
etc.,, right up to mid-July, but one 
should not risk much seed in -the 
ground before early May. This ad- 
vice, of course, does not necessarily 
apply to Southern Ontario or parts 
of British Columbia. Speaking gen- 
erally, there is little to be gained by 
planting seed in cold, damp soil. It 
is more liable to rot than to germi- 
nate, in which case one might as well 
reconcile onesself to planting again. 

Late Hints 

Stakes for tomatoes and tall flow- 
ers should be in position and driven 
home as soon as possible so that the 
roots will not be disturbed or dam- 
aged, 

Melons, cucumbers and squash are 
best grown in hills. These may run 
‘up to three or four feet square. They 
j Should not be more than six inches 
above the surrounding ground, Best 
| material to use is well-rotted manure 
or black soil from a swamp, This 
| should be lightly mixed with the reg- 
jular garden soil and then given a 
| two-inch dressing of the same on top. 
| Have at least two feet between hills.

THE REBAD BOX 


To build a world free from want, 
like all other achievements, will re- 
quire determination and sacrifice, 

Down through the centuries an 
abundant supply of bread has always 
meant a well nourished and satisfied 
people. 

The home economist of the Con- 
sumer Section, Dominion Department 
of Agriculture have a few practical 
suggestions to help in saving wheat 
flours. 

In storing bread, if the outer crust, 
sometimes called the “heel”, is  ve- 
placed it prevents the cut from dry- 
ing out. {When the loaf is used thia 
crust should not be wasted. It will 
probably be very dry but if dried in 
the oven until crisp and ground or 
rolled finely, the crumbs are ready 
for topings and scallopped or for 
coating croquettes, 

Home made bread muffins or 
scones, may have part of the white 


flour replaced by rolled oats, bran or 
potatoes, 
But what about the lunch box 


where the sandwich has always becn 
the main stay. This knotty problem 
may be solved by serving a salad. 
Bran or whole grain muffins or rolls 
make excellent accompaniments. Sat- 
ads add more interest to the lunch 
box, yet curtail bread consumption. 
If the salad is of the chopped variely 
pack it into the lunch box in a tightly 
cover glass container, Mould jelly 
salads individually and carry in the 
mould, in the lunch box. 


The western Canada flax crop re- 
turned a gross revenue of $18,000,- 
000 last year, according to a recent 
survey. The figure is impressive in 
showing not only what was done but 
what could be done with, this crop on 
the prairies. With the price raised 50c 
a bushel, now making a total of $3.25 
a bushel as of August 1st the amount 
will undoubtedly be higher for 1946, 

There can be no doubt that much 
more flax counld be grown in Western 
Canada at a substantial profit to 
‘farmers—in fact a number of steady 
flax growers have been saying recent- 
ly that they have found flax their 
best paying crop. Unfortunately, from 
the point of view of those interestea 
in increased flax production, and 
“anti-flax” feeling ‘has grown up 
among farmers in some sections—a 
feeling apparently arising out of un- 
satisfactory experience in the past 

That feeling, plus a heavy) demand 
for flax products makes a booklet is- 
aued by the National Linseed Flax 
Committee at ‘Winnipeg most timely. 
Entitled “The truth About Flax” the 
booklet contains a down-to-earth dis- 
cussion about flax—its advantages and 
how to exploit them, its disadvantages 
and how to overcome them 

We find that every day the farmer 
uses a flax product—in the form of 
linseed oil paints, linseed oil meal 
which not only supplies protein but 
has medicinal properties not found in 
other protein concentrates,) cigarette 
paper, currency paper and document- 
ary paper, linoleum for his floors and 
oil-cloth for his tables. (We find too 
that flax products go into the making 
of castings used on farm machines, 
ipto the production of rubber tires, 
on into the making of printer’s ink 
ysed in the farmer’s newspaper and 
in government bulletins and other 
literature, 

All-in-all flax seems to be a mighty 
interesting and profitable crop.
